OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Newmarket First October Meeting—Starke’s Chances for the Cesare- 
witch—Betting at Newmarket—Alteration in the Goodwood Cup Weights 
—Rarey going to America with Cruiser—The Armstrong Gun, Etc. 

Loypon, Saturpay, Sept. 29, 1860. 
Dear ‘‘Spirit.'’—The Newmarket meeting was a success as regards 
sport and attendance, notwitbstanding the raiu. You will receive by 
this mail all your weeklies, which renders it unnecessary for me to do 
more than refer to them for an account of the running. 


The publication of the acceptances for the Cesarewitch and Cambridge- 
shire would, it was anticipated, cause betting to be briskly couducted on 
Tuesday and Wednesday evenings. Speculation, however, could scarce 
ly have been more dull, and the attendance in the room was of the scan- 
tiest description. On Tuesday evening Newcastie opened first favorite for 
the Cesarewitcb, 20 to 1 beiug offered against bim, but his noble owner 
having laid 50 to 1 to about 50 sovereigns, ‘‘with a start,’’ the horse 
immediately declined to 40 tol, 1000 to 30 being his closing price. 
20 to 1 was offered against Optimist, and 25 to 1 was taken about Starke. 
For money Piumper was decidedly the most in request, the victory of 
her stable companion, Cantine, in the Eastern Couuties Handicap, bav- 
ing drawn fresh attention to her chance. Feodorowna was also ii de- 
mand, the inquiries after her being numerous. Birabas was also intro- 
duced into the market, one gentleman having a commission to execute. 
Towards midnight some ‘eporting bets’? were made. 11 to 2 wis offer. 
ed against Dundee for the Derby, and an off-r was made to take 6090 to 
1000 three times about him. Lord Stamford'’s lot was also inquired 
after, 20 to 1 being taken about Imaus; and 600 to 400 was laid in one 
bet on Dundee, being throughout a better tavorite than anything of his 
lordship’s ; 1200 to 1000 was laid on Diophantus against Imaus. It wa: 
somewhat difficult to ascertain the real tone of the market at the close of 
the proceedings, 

On Wednesday, the transactions were scarcely more important. For 
the Cesarewitch 20 to 1 was offered on the tield, the horses most in demand 
being, at the commencement of the proceedings, Feodorowna and Con- 
script, the former, however, declining later in the evening to 25 to 1, 
offered. Cape Flyaway advanced from 33 to 1 taken, to 20 to 1 offered ; 
afterwards 25 to 1 was booked about him, those odds being his closing 
| price. 40 to 1 was on one or two occasions booked about Barabbas, 33 to 
1 being, however, the highest current offers against him. A ‘‘pony”’ 
was given in advance for the call of 25 to 1 against either of Mr. Ten 
Broeck’s two any time previous to the race. For the Derby the follo ¥- 
ing six were backed against the field for an even ‘‘monkey :’’ Diophan- 
tus, Imaus, Big Ben, Dundee, Dictator, and Kettledrum. 

For the Cambridgeshire, inquires after Sutton met with no respoase 
from the layers. 

A writer in the ‘‘Sunday Times’’ thus alludes to Starke’s chance for 
the Cesarewitch :— 

Despite Starke’s running this year, we have seen him display sufficient stout- 
ness and sufficient merit to induce us to regard his pretensions with consider- 
able favor. Of speed he may be deficient, but of his stoutness scarcely a ques- 
tion can be raised. His two races at Goodwood, last year, must not be ig- 
nored; for it would be absurd to estimate his chance by his recent unsatis- 
factory performance. Last year, carrying 7st. 7lbs.,he won the Goodwood 
Stakes, beating Lifeboat, 8st. 7lbs., by half alength. Lifeboat was then sound 
and well, yet now he has to meet his American victor at relatively the same 
weights. For the Bentinck Memorial Stakes, Starke carried Sst., and beat a 
large field by six lengths. Even the remembrance of these performances, and 
the fact of his having displayed this season no decided want of form, would 
have justified the handicapper in awarding him a little more weight, whilst it 
will induce the public to watch closer Starke’s progress in the betting. Mr. 
Ten Broeck has a partiality for the Cesarewitch, and waited his time, particu- 
Jarly with Prioress, to consummate his wishes; and he may be premeditating 
another ‘‘grand coup” with Starke, whom we shall consider very dangerous. 

An alteration has been made in the conditions of the Goodwvod Cup, 
as regards foreign horses, and they now stand as follows : ‘Horses bred 
out of the United Kingdom, and not brought to England till the Ist of 
June preceding the race, allowed 14lbs.,with no other allowance ; horses 
bred out of the United Kingdom but trained in England for a longer pe- 
riod allowed 7lbs., unless they have claim to a greater allowance for not 
having won; no horse entitled to foreign and maiden allowance.”’

The Duke of Beaufort’s health necessitating retirement for a time, 
his grace is about to resign office as steward of the Jockey Club, and 
will be succeeded, we believe, by the Earl of Coventry—a selection that 
cannor fail to be as popular as the necessity for the change will be uni- 
versally regretted. 

One of the most enterprising ani energetic of Americans, Col. G. 
C Quick, has, as we have been informed, succeeded in purcuasing at av 
enormous expense, a live hippopotamus from tae Zoological &srdens. 
Between three and four thousand pounds, or almost twenty thous ind dollars, 
is the price paid by the Col. for this wonderful animal, for the purpose 
of transporting it to America and there exbibiting it. Should he be suc- 
cersfulin getting it to the United States, our American friends wil! 
have a rich treat in seeing, in the illustrious stranger, one of the greatest 
curiosities in the world, and the first live hippopotamus that has ever 
visited America. For fifteen hundred years a specimen of this wouder- 
ful animal bas not been seen in Europe, but aided by the Viceroy of 
Egypt the Zoological Society, London, succeeded in 1840 in landing 
upon English soil tue first living hippopotamus since the Palwoz>ic pe- 
riod. The excitement created in Loudon by its arrival was immense, 


‘“‘a young hippopotamus,’’ and pointing to the reeds, within a few yards 
of which they were sailing, a dozen sailors leaped into the water, and 
disappearing in the thick herbage soon returned, one of whom was grasp - 
dng in bis arms a young animal about the siz2 of a spaniel dog. They 
kept afloat and propelled themseives towards tne boat amidst the shout- 
ings and rejoicings of their brave fellow-;companions. Wheao caught, 
from various c rcumstances, it was inferred that the little stranger was 
but two days old. It was placed under the charge of an Arab named 
Salaama, who was appvinted to minister to the wants of the animal, 
who from that time to tne present has been its constant attendant, and 
who accompanies him to America. Never couli a stronger attachmen¢ 
be shown by any animal than exists between Burchett and its keeper. 
It is now only two years old, and its massive proportions indieate the 
| enormous power which will be developed in its maturer growth. The 
| grotesqu eexpression of its physiognomy far exceeds all that can be ima- 
|gined from the stuffed specimens in museums, and the figures which 
| have hitherto been published from tbe reminiscences of travellers. 

‘*A botanical curiosity,’’ says’ the Ballarat ‘‘Star,’’ has been discover- 
|ed by tne Prince of Wales Company, Cobbler’s Lead, ata depth of 843 
| feet from the surface. Lying on the reef, the miners came upon some 
| fossil seeds, for seed-pods, of various sbapes snd sizes. Some of the 
| capsules retain their shape, apparently uninjured, while others bave 
| been broken. We have exhibited them toa local botanist, who states 
| that they are dicotyledonous, but is unable to say if they belong to any 
| existing plants.’’

New JJublications. 





“The Lake Regions of Central Alrica—a Picture of Exploration, by 
Richard F. Burton, Captain in Her Majesty s Indian Army, Fe'low and 
Gold Medalist of the Royal Geographical Society.’’ Harper & Brothers, 
publishers.—This is one of the most interesting volumes ever pub ished, 

eing graphic in description of country, scenery, the people, and their 
manners and customs, and illustrated by about forty well-executed en- 
gravings, and a map of Africa and the country traversed. An appendix 
treats of thecom nerce, imports and exports, ‘The entire work is care - 
fully indexed for reference. We quote the following on Elephant bunt- 
ing :— 

The elephant roams in herds throughout the country, affecting the low 
grounds where staguating water produces a plentiful vegetation; with every 
|human being its foe, and thousands living by its destruction, the animal is far 
'from becoming scarce ; indeed, the greatest number of footprints appeared 
near Chogwe and Tungwe, stations of Baloch garrisons close to the town of 
Pangani. The elephant-hunt is with the African a solemn and serious under- 
taking. He fortifies himself with periapts and prophylactios given by the 
mganga, who also trains him to the use of his weapon. The elephant-spear 
resembles our boarding-pike rather than the light blunt arm employed in war ; 
it is about six feet long, with a broad tapering head cut away at the shouldsis, 
and supported by an iron neck, which is planted in a thick wooden handie, the 
junction being secured by a cylinder of raw hide from a cow's tail passed over 
it, and shrunk on by drying; a specimen was deposited with the Royal Geogra- 
phical Society. The spear is invariably guarded by a mpigi or charm, the usual 
two bits of wood bound together with a string of skin. It is not a little curious 
that the East African, though born and bred a hunter, is, unlike almost all 
barbarians, as skill-less as a European in the art of el asr, the “‘spoor,’’ or 
‘“‘sign.”’ 

The hunting-party, consisting of fifteen to twenty individuals, proceeds before 
departure to sing and dance, to drink and drum for # consecutive week. The 
women form line and perambulate the village, each striking an iron jembo or 
hoe with a large stone, which forms an appropriate accompaniment to the 
howl and the vigelegele, ‘ lulliloing,” or trills of joy. At every step the danger 
sways herself elephant-like from side to side, and tosses her head backward wit) 
a violence threatening dislocation of the atlas. The line, led by a fugle-worman 
by the right, ‘who holds two jembe in one hand, but does not drum, stops 
facing every Arab house where beads may be expected, and performs the most 
hideous contertions, whirling the arms round the shoulder-socket, kneeling, and 
imitating the actions of various animals. ‘The labor done, the ladies apply to 
their poinbe, and reappear after four or five heurs with a tell-tale stagger and 
& looseness of limb which adds a peculiar charm to their gesticulations. The 
day concludes with a ‘“‘fackeltanz”’ of remarkable grotesquenes:,. This merry 
making is probably intended asa consolation for the peaance waich the el - 
phant-hunter’s wife performs during the absence of her mate ; she is ecvecte | 
to abstain from good food, handsome eloth, and fumigation; she must not leave 
the house, and for an act of infidelity the blame of failure in the hunt will fal 
heavily upon her. Meanwhile the men—as ‘‘far gone’ as the women—encirele 
with arunning jumping gait, and with the grace aud science of well-trained 
bears, a drum or a kilindo—the normal bark bandbox —placed with open mouth 
upon the ground, and violently beaten with sticks and fists or rubbed and 
scraped with stones. It forms also a sounding-board for a kinanda or bow-gui- 
tar, one end of which is applied to it, while a shrill fife or goat’s horn gives 
finish and completeness to the band. Aroend the drum are placed several ele 
phants’ tails, possibly designed to serve the purpose of the clay corpse intro- 
duced into the feasts of ancient Egypt. 

When thoroughly drenched with drink, the hunters set out early in the morn- 
ing, carrying live brands lest fire should fail them in the jungle, and applying 
them to their mouths to keep out the cold air. These trampers are someumes 
dangerous to stragglers from caravans, especially in countries where the rob- 
ber or the murderer expects to escape with impunity. In some places hunting- 
huts have been erected; they are, however, seldvm used when elephants are 
sought, ag a herd once startled does not readily return to the same pasture- 
grounds. The great art of the African muinzi, or elephant-hunter, is to separate 
a tusker from the herd without exciting suspicio:, and to form a circle round 
we victim. The mgana, then rising with a shout, hurls or thrusts the first 
spear, and his example is followed by the rest. The weapons are not poisoned ; 
they are fatal by a succession of small wounds. ‘Ihe baited beast rarely breaks, 
as might be expected, through the frail circle of assailants; its proverbial ob- 
stinacy is excited; it charges one man, who slips away, when another, with @ 
scream, thrusts the long stiff spear into its hind quarters, which makes it change 
intention and turn fiercely from the fugitive to the fresh assailant. This con- 
tinues till the elephant, losing breath and heart, atteinpts to escape ; its ene 
mies then redouble their efforts, and at length the huge prey, overpowered by 
pain and loss of blood trickling froma hundred gashes, bites the dust. The 
victors, after certain preliminaries of singing and dancing, earefully cut out the 
tusks with smail sharp axes, and the rich marrow is at once picked from the 
bamboo and devoured upon the spot, as the hare’s liver is in Italy. The hant 
concludes with a grand feast of fat and garbage, and the hunters return home 
in triumph, laden with ivory, with ovals of hide for shields, aud with festoons of 
raw and odorous meat spitted upon long poles.

The Annual Convention of the Sportsmen of tho State, interested In 
the servation o ls anl fish, wes bell -the year 186), at syra 
cuse, on the 9th inst [ is. Il. Husw the President of the State 
Convention held a icneva, being absent, Mr. Henry Hunter, of Ro 
chester, the Vice Presid povinted at the last annual Convention, 
presided. 


Delegates from nearly all the Associations of the State were present, and 


joived in the deliberations of the Convention. 


The Convention, after organiz tion, wis opened by an address from the 


President, briefly setting forth the objects of the different Clubs formed 
throughout the State, as being two-fo'd. first for the preservation of the 
wild animals, with which Providence had so benignantly stocked the 
rivers, lakes, fields, and forests, of the land; and, secondly, the encou- 
ragement of the maily and athletic sports of the chase under proper re- 
strictions. That the object of the Convention was to assemble these 
different Clabs annually, to communicate plans of action, diffuse know- 
ledge, and organize a consistent and unite! support of the laws on these 
subjects, which could be better obtained in concert, taan by local ac- 


tion. 

It was resolved that, whereas some doubt exists as to the proper objects 
of this Conrention and its relation to the local Associations throughout 
the State, that a Committee on Conventions be appointed to define such 
object and position. 

Messrs. Whitehead, of New York City; 5. Green, of Rochaster ; C. 
A. K-llogg, of Syracuse ; and C. W. Hatchinson, of Utica, were appoint- 
ed such Committee, and they made the followiag report :— 

That the Conveition of the Now York State Sportsmen's Clubs be de- 
clared to be an annual meeting formed by the representa'ives of all the

SHARKS—VIVIPAROUS OR OVIPAROUS. 
Written for the «spirit of the Times” by KR. L. B. 

Dear *‘Spirit’’—In a former number of the “Spirit of the ‘Times’’ an in- 
quiring ‘Subscriber’? desire 1 to know correctly whether the shark (Canis 
M.rinus) was oviparous or viviparous. As it is supposed by some indi- 
viduals that the shark is oviparous, and deposi's its eggs amongst sea- 

weeds, or upon the sea-shore, we hope, with all deference, to prove the 
supposition entirely erroncous, anid to establish the fact that the shirk is 
vivipsrous. We have consulted the practical observations and experience 
of our distinguished friend Hon. Wat. Izarp Butt, and other scientific 
gentlemen, all of whom have pursued and captured numbers of sharks 
durivg their hours of recrestion, harpooning them and the huge hideous 
monster, the Devil Fish—sea devil (cephalopetera vimpirus.) We will, 
however, first of all, furnis some scientific observations, recorded by na 

turalists and physivlogists, explaining the peculiar breeding, nature, and 
habits of that family of fisues—cartilaginous—comprising the sharks and 
rays, which are viviparous, and for the most part belong to this division 
of the thirks; we name the fimilies—Ga'si, Musteli, Zy gene, Alopecia, 
Spinaces Scymori, and Squatina ; and of the Rays the families—Pris- 
tides, Rhinobatides, Torpedines, Trygones, Myliobatides, and Cephalop- 
tera. We shall presently adtuce several other fimilics, species of sharks 
and rays, from the scientific practical observation and studious investiga- 
tion of our highly distinzuisied naturalist, Professor Faancis L. Hones, 
of the Charleston College. Professor Munisr has, in his admirable trea- 
tise on Physiology, fully described the secret work and process of repro- 
duction, as rezolated ia fisues. ‘*T» those viviparous animals in which 
the ovz are situated, having no connection by means of vascular cotyle- 
dons or a placenta, Muller proposes to apply the name of vivipara aco- 
tyledona, answering to the more familiar term of ova-viviparous. ‘The 
third division is that in which connection with the parent, destined for 
conferring an assumption of nutriment, exists; these he designated by 
the name of vivipara cotylophora.”’

CAARLESTON, S. C.. Oct. 1, 1860 

Dear Doctor—In compliance with your request, I will give vou what in- 
formation [ can wbout Sh wks. My usu wl inode of Capturing these mop. 
sters is by turning adrift the carcass of a horse or cow, at about halt to 
three-quarters ebb tide, and when they mike their appearance tu feed 
upon the carcass, I row up and drive # harpoon into them. In this min. 
ner L have repeatedly landed from three to six sharks, measur ag from 
ten to fourteen feet—and done it in the course of a few hours. [ haye 
also repeatedly harpooned sharks that have come alongside of the byat 
to feed on ths dead sharks that I had slung astern. ‘The shark is ex- 
ceedingly tenacious of life. Ihave seen them two to three hours after 
having received from fifteen to twenty lance wounds, yet with sufficient 
vitality remaining to be able to snap at anything placed near their 
mouth. There is a popular, but erroneous idea, that a shark bas to turn 
on its side to bite. I have seen them lay hold in every conceivable po- 
sition, and on many occasions throw themselves on the carcass, thus ex- 
posing nearly half of their length out of the water ; when thy did tear 
out a mouthful they would quickly disappear until they swallowed it, 
and then again make their appearance for a renewed attack. Their 
strength and size of jaw is powerful and enormous. ‘The leg, back bone,neck, 
head, or in fact any portios of a horse or ow, they can crunch with ease. 
I have known ten or twelve sharks to eat up a large horse in le-s than an 
hour. ‘the variety that 1 have harpooned in the greatest number in our 
harbor is the Galeocerdo, or Ground Sharks. ‘The nextin number is the 
Odontaspis, or Tiger. ‘The former is much the largest shark we have in 
our waters. ‘The shark makes its appearance with us early iv April, aad 
remains until cold weather, in Noveinber. 

During the summer of 1857 a friend of mine harpooacla female Gy 
leocerdo near the mouth of the cove at Sullivan’s Island, ant on being 
opened, the large number of fifty one young sharks were taken out of 
her; they, were about fourteen inches in length, and alive. I had pre- 
viously seen eight to ten young sharks taken out of other sharks 

When a youth, I distinctly remember having seen a half bushel of egzs 
taken out of a shark, caught by the Iste Col. Wm. A. Carson; ha was a 
most noted fisherman (a disciple of old Izaak Walton) ; they were rather 
larger than a fowl's egg, of a transparent greenish color, and in miny of 
the eggs, the form of ihe young rharks were about two inches long, aod 
distinctly visible. The species of taat particular shark I do not now re- 
member. 

lL have thrown together these few hurried thoughts and remarks, 
which I hope may be of some ue to you. I a'so send you a little book 
given me by Prot. F. L. Holmes, which may assist you.

The Tiger Shark (Odontaspis) is, of all tae other epecies of the shark 
families, the most formidable, bold, and daring in its attacks; spe 
cinily when preseed by hunger, itis terribly rapacious to seize ite vic- 
tim. When they are fully grown and developed, they measure nive to ten 
feet in length. Some years ago, whea in Florida, residiog near the 
Nassau liver, an incident of the Tizer Shark’s rapacious audacity traus- 
pired, as two of my young friends were returning homewards from 4 
fishing excursion. They were in asmall yawl boat ; they observed seve- 
ral large Tiger Sharks prowling around the boat ; and it was not long af- 
er they bad made the'r appearance, when the rudder of the boat received 8 
most vivient attack, which came nigh capsizing the boat, and to their 
amazement and terror, they discovered that a shark bad seized the boats 
rudder, and had actually torn off balf of it; as it floated away they neat- 
ed it, and on the face of it, deeply penetrated, were the teeth marks of 
the mouster.

r jevelopment of the efforts of the human mind, from the earliest | 
7 of infant science in the records of past times, through the de- 
‘pg and lurid gloom of the superstitious era of the dark ages, when 
se was denounced as a crime, and when a Bacon and a Galileo, for 
peiog its successful caltivators, were subjected to the thraldom of the 
inquisition, UP to our own brighter days, in which Philosophy, and the 

allied pranches of knowledge, are recognised as objects of the first im- 
portance. What singular and diversitied opinions do we not meet with 
upon record concerning the properties of bodies, and their component 
gjlements ; upon the principles and forces which act on matter, and 
aintain the harmony of the universe. 

What mazes of bypothesis and error shall we not find!—what deep 
wist of confusion !—in the midst of which are scattered a few truths, 
ibe offspring of earlier talents, like stars, rendering more intense by 

ontrast the darkness of the veil of ignorance and error that obscured 
ypat little was known of Nature’s laws. Well has it been said by a ta- 
ated writer of the present day (Babbage), that itis a ‘condition of 
pur race, that we must ever wade through error in our advance towards 
yuth ;"’ and it may even be said, that in many cases we exhaust every 
variety of error before we attain the desired goal. But truths reached 
py such & Course are always most highly to be valued ; and when, in ad- 
jition to this, they may have been exposed to every variety of attack, 
yhich splendid talents, quickened into energy by the keen perception 
pi personal interest, can suggest; when they have ievived undying from 
rhe gluum of unmerited neglect ; whcn the anathema of spiritual, and 
the arm of secular power, have been found as impotent in suppressing, 
ag theic arguments were in refuting them—then they are indeed irresis- 
tible. Thus tried and thus triumphant, in the fiercest warfare of ictel- 
jectual strife, even the temporary interests and furious passions which 
urged on the contest, have contributed in no small measure to establish 
their value, and thus to render these truths the permanent heritage of 
ourrace. Viewed in this light the propagation of error, although it 
may be uniavorabie or fatal to the temporary interests of an individual, 
can never be long injurious to the cause of truth. It may, at a particu- 
lar time, retard its progress for a while, but it repays the transitory in- 
uy by @ benefit as permanent as the duration of the truth to which it 
i opposed ! 

Before proceeding to a full investigation of our subject, let us ask, 
What is Philosophy ? 

Philosophy, in the sense of the term, is the explanation of the pheno- 
nena of the universe. Philosophy is inherent in man’s nature. It is 
uot a caprice, it is not a plaything—it is a necessity ; for our life is a 
wystery, surrounded by mysteries ; we live encompassed by wonder. 
lhe myriad aspect of Nature without, the strange fluctuation of feeling 
within, a1 demand from us an explanation, standing upon this ball of 
eaith, 0 infinite to us, so trivial in the infiuitude of the universe, we 
look forth into Nature with reverent awe, with irrepressible curiosity. 
Wemust have explanations. And thus it is that Philosophy, in some 
rudeshape, is a visible effort in every condition of tae history of man— 
inthe rudest phase of half-developed capacity, and in the highest con- 
ditions of culture—it is found among the sugar canes of the South, and 
in the tangled patbless forestsfof the far West. Take man where you will 
—hunting the buffalo on the prairie, or immovable in meditation on 
the hot banks of the Ganges—priest or peasant, soldier or student, he 
never escapes from the pressure of the burden of that mystery which 
forces him to seek, and readily to accept, some explanation of it. The 
savage startled by the muttering of distant thunder, asks, ‘‘What is 
that’’’ and is restless till he knows, or he fancies he knows. if told it 
is the voice of a wrathful demon, that is enough, the explanation is given. 
if he then be told that to propitiate the demon the sacrifice of some 
himan being is necessary—bis slave, his enemy, his friend—p-rhaps 
even his child, falls a victim to the credulous terror. The childhood of 
wan enables us to retrace the infancy of nations. No one can live with 
children without being struck by their restless questioning and un- 
quenchable desire to have everything explained, no less than for the fa- 
ility with which every authoritative assertion is accepted as an explana- 
The history of Philosophy is the story of man’s successive at- 
tmpts to explain the phenomena around and within him. 
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tion. 


The tirst explanations were natural enough, drawn from analogies fur- 
nished by consciousness. Mankind saw around them activity,change, force ; 
they felt within them a mysterious power, which made them active, 
changing, potent ; they explained what they saw by what they (/elt. 
Hence the Nymphs, Demons, and mythology of the ancients. Man knows 
that in his anger he storms, shouts, destroys. What then is thunder 
but the anger of some mighty invisible being? Moreover, man knows 
that if his enemy offer him a present it will assuage his anger, and, there- 
fore, it is but natural be should believe the offended thunderer will also 
‘¢ appeased by his own offering. As soon as another conception of the na- 
tureof thunder has beea elaborated by observation and stuly of its 
phenomena, the supposed deity vanishes, and with it all the false con- 
ceptions it originated, till at last Science takes a rod and draws the ter- 
ible lightning from the heavens, rendering it so harmless that it 
vill not tear a spider’s web. But long centuries of patient observation 
and impatient guessing, controlled by logic, were necessary before such 
changes could take place. The development of Philosophy, like the 
development of organic life, has been through the slow additions of 
thousands upon thousands of years; for humanity is a growth as our 
globe is, and the laws of its growth are still to be discovered. 

{t will be seen that the first, or what may be termed the supernatural 
‘tage, is the primitive spontaneous exercise of the speculative faculty» 
Proceeding from the known, i. e., consciousness, to the unknown. The 
‘cond, or metaphysical stage, is the more matured effort of reason to ex- 
Plain things, and is an important modification of the former stage ; but 
its defect is that it reasons without proofs, and reasons upon subjects 
Which transcends human capacity. The last, or positive stage, explains 
Phenomena by ascertained laws, laws based on distinct and indisputable 
‘ertitude gathered in the long and toi!some investigations of centuries ; 
and these laws are not only shown to be demonstrable to reason, but ac- 
‘ordant with fact, for the distinguishing characteristic of Science is, that 
it sees and foresees. Science is prevision. Certainty is ils basis and its glory. 

In the supernatural stage, Nature is regarded as the theatre whereon 
the arbitrary wills and momentary caprices of superior powers play those 
‘atying aud valuable parts. Men are startled at unusual occurrences, 
‘nd explain them by fanciful conceptions, feeds and fosters it with ten- 
der Care, nourishes its vitality with the vitality of your body. 

In truth Nature is neither physician nor assassin, and it is only our 
‘ain efforts to discover her ‘‘intentions’’ that make her appear such. 

Our province is to study her laws, to trace her processes, and, thank- 
‘il that we can go far penetrate the divine significance of the universe, 
be Content, as Locke. wisely and modestly says, to sit down in quiet igno- 
‘Auce of all transcendent subjects. 

Although every branch of knowledge must pass through these three 
“ges, in obedience to the law of evolution, nevertheless the prozress is 
dot Strictiy chronological. Some sciences are more rapid in their evo. 
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science which, on the whole, may be fairly admitted as being positive, 
there will be found some cultivators still in the metaphysical stage. 

Even at the present day the metaphysical physiologist is more occu. 
pied with guessing at the causes of life, than in observing and classifiying 
vital phenomena, with a view to detect their laws of operation. First he 
guesses it to be what he calls a ‘‘vital principle’’—a mysterious entity re- 
siding in the frame, and capable of engendering phenomena; he then 
proceeds to guess at the nature or essence of this principle, and pro- 
nounce it ‘‘electricity,’’ or ‘‘nervous fluid,’’ or ‘“‘animal magnetism.”’ 
dbus he heaps hypothesis upon hypothesis, and clouds the subject from 
his view. 

The closer we examine the present condition of the sciences the more 
we shall be struck with the anarchy above indicated. Well might Shelly 
exclaim— 

‘*How green is this grey world.”’ 

The present condition of science exbibits three methodsfinstead of one ; 
hence the anarchy. That the positive method is the only method ada pt- 
ed to human capacity, the only one on which truth can be found, is 
easily proved ; on it alone can prevision of phenomena depend. Prevision 
is the characteristic and test of knowledge. If you can predict certain 
results, then are you assured that your knowledge is correct. ; 

Science is a knowledge of the laws of Nature. This knowledge is the 
only rational basis of man’s action on nature; by it be foresees what will 
be the result of the working of any phenomena left to their own spon- 
taneous activity, and by what modifications he way produce a different 
result more advantageous to himself. Science gives power to foresee, and 

Soreseeing leads to action. Hence the relation of Science to Art. 

Philosophy is naturally divided into five fundamental sciences, viz.. 
Mathematics, Astronomy, Physics, Chemistry, and Physiology. The 
rational study of each of the fundamental sciences requires, as a preli_ 
minary, the cultivation of all those that preceleit. It is evident, in 
fact, that before undertaking the methodical study of any one of the 
fundamental sciences, it is abeolutely necessary to be prepared by an ex- 
amination of such of them as refer to the phenomena that go before 
it, since the latter always weightily influence those whose laws are to be 
the subject of study. 

The natural philosophers who have not, in the first place, studied as- 
tronomy, at least under the general point of view ; the chemists who be- 
fore occupying themselves with their own science, have not previously 
studied astronomy, and after it physics; the physiologists who have not 
prepared themselves for their special labors, by a preliminary study of 
Mathematics, of Astromony, of Physics, and of Chémistry ; all want one 
of the fudamental conditions of their intellectual development. 

It is a proposition at the very root of Positive Science, that until the 
sciences are learned in their natural order, @ scientific education will be 
incapable of realizing its most general and esse atial results. 

What rational product can come from a mind which occupies itself 
from the outset with the study of the most complicated phenomena 
without having tirst been made to understand, by examination of the 
most simple phenomena, what it is we call a law—what it is to observe— 
what is a positive conception—what even is logical reasoning ? 

Every positive thinker agrees that your scientific inquiries are restrict. 
ed to the analysis of phenomena to discover their laws, and in no sense 
to discover their causes, essential or final. 

The different hypotheses, still employed by natural philosophers, are 
clearly distinguished into two classes—the one, as yet small in extent, 
simply refers to the laws of the poenomena; the other, which plays a 
much more extended part, relates to the determination of the general 
agents supposed to produce the different kinds of phenomena. 

Now, according to the rule just laid down, the first class is alone ad- 
missible, the second essentially chirmercal, has an anti-scientific character, 
and can only obstruct the real progress of science. In astronomy the 
first kind of hypothesis is alone employed—the use of the second was 
long ago exploded. We no longer suppose the existence of chimerica} 
fluids to explain the movements of the heavenly bodies. Why then in 
Physics use hypothesis without the requisite precautions, and imagine 
fluids and ethers—invisible, intangibie, imponderable, and inseparable from 
the substances to which they impart their virtues, in order to explain 
the phenomena of heat, light, electricity, magnetism? The very fact 
that the existence of these pretended fluids ig from their nature incapa- 
ble of negation or affirmation, shows that they are beyond the reach of 
positive control. You might as well admit the existence of the elemen- 
tary spirits of Paracelsus, of angels, and of genii! ‘This conception of 
ethers is only a remnant of the metaphysical stage ; the fluids have taken 
the place of the entities. Whatin reality (put what interpretation on it 
we will) is heat conceived as existing apart from the heated body? 
Light independent of the lumiferous object, Electricity separated from 
the electrical body ? These are evidently nothing but pure entities, just 
as much as thought is when considered as possessing an existence inde- 
pendent of the thinking body, or digestion when isolated from the di- 
gesting body. 

The phenomena of light may be due to undulations (but that they are 
due to undulations of an Ether, as assumed by many eminent men of sci- 
ence,) cannot be proven unless the existence of the Ether can be proven, 
and by the very terms of its definition we cannot prove an Ether. ‘The 
fundamental character of metaphysical conceptioas is to look on pheno- 
mena as independent of the objects which manifest them, and to attri- 
bute to the properties of each substance an existence distinct from its own. 
What matters it then whether we make fluids, ethers, or spirits, of these 
personified abstractions ? Their origin is always identical. 

It constantly springs from that inquisitiveness into the hidden nature 
of things which marks in every race the infancy of the human mind, 
and which first inspired the conception of gods ; these gods were subse- 
quently transformed into spirits, and have finally been tiansformed into 
imaginary ‘‘fluids’’ and Ethers. 

Agreeably to the law of development, Physics had to pass through this 
transitional stage of metaphysics. Astronomydid the same. Metapby- 
sical notions have been driven from the more advanced parts of Physics. 
No man of note has, sitce the days of Galileo, propounded an hypothesis 
to explain the fall of bodier. But the less advanced parts of Physics, 
euch as Light and Electricity, stiJl suffer from this metaphysical influ- 
ence. They do so from the same causes which affected the others, and 
will, like them, be gradually emancipated. 

Physics treat of masses —acting at sensible distances. Chemistry (the 
ecience to which we now call attention) treats of the molecu'es, acting 
at insensible distances. 
obviously separated, not more identical. Indeed, that conception of the 
German philosophers (which elevates the chemical atom by a sort of 
microscopic exaggeration into the analogue of a planet, has deep mean- 
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minent philosophical properties of chemistry are mor remark 
Its development has con 
tributed much to the emancipation of human reason from supernatural 
and metaphysical doctrines by rectifying our primitive notions respecting 
the general economy of terrestrial nature. 

So long as we could take no account of gasses, either as the elements or 
the products of chemical action, a great number of remarkable pheno- 
mena inevitably encouraged the belief in the annihilation or the actual 
production of matter in the general system of nature. Certain discove- 
ries were requisite to establish beyond cavil the fundamental principle 
of the necessarily iudefiuite perpetuity of all matter; such, especially, 
were the decomposition of air and water, and afterwards the ele nentary 
analysis of vegetable aud animal substances, the analysis of the alkalies, 
&c. The tendency of those discoveries was,irrevocably to substitute io 
all minds the positive notions of decompositions and recompositions for 
the theological notions of destruction and of creation. A new light also 
was thereby thrown on vital phenomena. It was perceived that organic 
and inorganic matter were not radically different ; and that vital trans- 
formations are, like all others, subordinate to chemical phenomena. 
Hence it is clear that the division of chemistry into inorganic and or- 
ganic must be disregarded as being irrational. 

Is there, except as a scientilic artifice, any distinction between inor- 
ganic and organic bodies? No. The same elements are common to 
both ; the difference in the phenomena are owing to differences in the 
arrangement of these elements: just as starch, wood, and sugar, are 
different in their properties, though composed of the same elements. 

Whether we suppose the unknown forces, which manifest themselves 
in phenomena, to be many, or one taking many directions ; whether we 
suppose the so-called elementary atoms to be distinct elements or one 
element, the conclusion is not affected ; tbat between inorganic and or- 
ganic bodies one principal distinction lies in the latter being combina- 
tions of more complex orders. ‘Thus a particle of salt is composed of a 
group of two atoms, while a particle.of olive oil is composed of several 
hundreds of atoms ; and it is from the infinite variety of these combina- 
tions, these directions of force, that the variety of organic phenomena 
proceeds. 

There was a time when men could not account for the origin of the 
lime of the bones, the iron in the blood, aud the alkalies ia plants; yet 
we now find it inconceivable that this ignorance should have been re- 
garded as a proof that the animal or vegetable organism possessed the 
power of creating iron, &c., by virtue of its inherent vital forces out of 
food containing none of these substances. ‘This convenient explanation 
naturally put ao ead to the inquiry as to their real origin, and arrested 
true investigation. 

Unless we accept some such metaphysical explanation, how are we to 
understand, if inorganic and organic are essentially different, the ordi- 
nary processes of nutrition and growth? A plant takes from earth, air, 
and water, certain gasses, which it converts into cellular tissue, and thence 
into woody tissue, and so on, i.¢., creates organic matter from inorganic 
matter, by virtue of its ‘inherent vitai forces!'’’ Whereas, on the dyna- 
mic theory, although the mystery of life remains as inaccessible as ever, 
the methods of nature are at least conceived to be consistent and homo- 
genous. Many prejudices will be shocked by this identification of the 
organic with the inorganic, but truth is always consistent with iteelf, 
and on no other conception can the whole phenomena be made con- 
sistent. 

That a great difference exists between chemical phenomena and vital 
phenomena must be admitted, but this difference is not essential ; it 
does not arise from the presence of a new force, but from the complica - 
tion of the phenomena owing to the varicties in direction of the one un- 
known force. It is a new evolution, not a new creation. 

An egg is organic, but it is not living. Its molucules areso arranged 
that the application of heat (/orce) will result in the phenomena of life. 
Seeds found in mummies are not alive, yet, under proper conditions, 
they germinate and live. Now there are three explanations of this 
fact— 

1.. The seed had a ‘‘vital principle’’ within it capable of manifesting 
itself under suitable conditions. 

2. The seed received life from heat, which is a ‘‘vital principle.’’ 

3. The seed was a peculiar arrangement of organic molucules, whieh, 
when a determinate direction was given to its forces, manifested certain 
phenomena, collectively named life. 

The first two are pure metaphysical assumptions ; the Jast is an ab- 
stract statement of what observation reveals. 

If we review the phenomena of life, caused by a ciuange of materials, 
says Mulder,-we must go back to the original formation of organs to the 
growth of an individual from a germ. We perceive no greater traces of 
the future oak in the acorn than of the chicken in the embryo of the 
egg. Should you say that the acorn is governed by an oak-forming 
force, the embryo by chicken-forming force. 

The molecular forces, which are inseparable from matter, are present, 
aswell as the materials. If, in these molucules, there exists no capa- 
city of becoming organs, and if in the germ of organs there exists no 
capacity of ultimately becoming organs, no chicken at all is produced. 
This ‘‘predisposition,”’ i.¢., this possible direction, must be present in the 
molucules, otherwise the heat necessary for hatching would fail to pro- 
duce germs of organs in the first place, and organs afterwards, i. ¢., the 
direction being different, the result would be different. This is the only 
reason why the embryo of the egg will not produce ao oak, nor an acorn 
a chicken. 

To this it may be assumed that the cause of the predisposition to form 
organs is the latent ‘‘vital principle,’’ orchicken-forming force. But, I 
ask, why assume the presence of this impetuous entity? How, if the egg 
be addled, and no organs are produced, where is the ‘‘vital principle’ 
then? What evidence have you for the existence of any such entity as 
the eo-called ‘‘vital principle ?”” The fact that chickens and oaks do né- 
cessarily result frum certain combinations of uoder certaip 
conditions? But there is in this process nothing more than we see in 
the analogies of the inorgaaic world ; in crystals, for example, asolution 
is before me baving none of the appearances or properties of crystals, 
yet by a touch with a feather the whole mass becomes crystalized and 
into crystals as definite in form and properties as the chicken or the oak. 
Is there a crystal-forming force—a crystal principle—latent in that solu- 
tion ? 

Confining, ourselves, as we have doue hitherto, to the teachings of

what isit more than the mineralogist’s explanation of crystalization ; 

iust as the colution becomes a crystal only, then its molucules arrange 
themselves in adeterminate form, so does the blastema become vital 
only when its molucules arrange themselves in a determinate form. Not 
only is this assumption of aspherical form the last step in the process, 
put by the loss of that form tue cell loses its peculiar vital character- 
istics—its reproductive powers. It may be asked, whence this spherical 
form—what is the cause which determines it? I do not know. The 
question is one which no positive philosopher will ask ; recognizing, as 
he does, the impossibility of one ever knowing causes. He endeavors 
to trace the ‘‘relations of existence and succession,’ and is content if 
he succeeds. Life is an evolution, not a separate creation, and is thus 
essentially connected with the great life of the universe. 

No thinking man will imagine anything is explained by this. The 
mystery of life and being remains as inaccessible as ever. But a grand- 
er, conception of nature as one whole, and a more philosophic attitude 
of mind in contemplating the varieties of that whole, will result from 
the restitution of the homogenity of nature—when we learn with 
Goethe, Colerridge, and Schilling, to see life everywhere, and nowhere 
death. 

We now approach the great and interesting Science of Life—improper- 
ly called Physiology, a name which it must continue for some time to 
bear, because certain ‘‘Quacks’’ with customary ignorance, have vulga- 
rised and distorted the term Biology, and applied it in contempt of Greek 
and Science to their mesmeric operations. 

Physiology should embrace the whole phenomena of organic beings, 
not simply the phenomena of human physiology, but the whole vegeta- 
ble and animal physiology, of which the human animal is but the 
highest and most interesting section. 

Taking a broad survey of all its manifestations, we find that life has 
two grand divisions, vegetable and animal. We see plants and ani- 
mals—the latter feeding on the former; but we also see the animal it- 
self is only distinguished from the plant by the possession of certain fa. 
culties over and above those of Organic or Vegetable life, viz., the facul- 
ties of sensation and locomotion ; equal to animals as to the plant, are 
organs of nutrition and reproduction indispensable ; and Cuvier’s notion of 
an animal being able to live fora moment by its animal life alone, be- 
trays a profound misconception of the nature of life. 


Comparative anatomy is the basis of philosophical anatomy, and be- 
fore we can understand the laws of life, it is indispensable that we em- 
brace the whole variety of vital phenomena; a stupendous task—and 
one which we may justly regard as one of the greatest testimonies to 
the power of man’s intellect. 

Seeing that the first example of transformation of inorganic into or- 
ganic takes place in vegetabie assimilation, and that all subsequent 
transformations into higher tissues are but modifications of that one 
process, itis clear that the elementary laws of assimilation may more 
easily be detected in the vegetable than in the animal world. 

It has been attempted to make digestion an essential character of ani- 
mal life, but in forming the most general notion of digestion it is 
quite clear that the preparation of aliment exists in the vegetable as well 
as in the animal, the same remark applies to the movement of the fluids. 

A plant or an animal may be nourished in two ways—Ilst, when at- 
tacbed to the parent as ova or embryo; 2d, when separated from the 
parent by drawing its food from the surrounding medium. 

On analysing the proximate principles contained in the seed or egg, 
we find them belonging to the principal types, subsequently found in 
the developed being, and if in passing from oviparous (egg-laying) to 
mammiferous animals, we examine the young animals in reference to 
the milk which for a long while forms its entire nourishment, we find 
a perfect correspondence between the aliment and thestructure. The 
proximate principles of milk are ‘‘fitted to combine molucule to molu- 
cule with the principles—exactly corresponding or analogous, already 
existing to the organs they are to nourish.’’ It is an error tosuppose 
that animals are distinguished from plants by their Inability to nourish 
themselves directly with the materials furnished by the external world. 

The proposition is too absolute, the portion of truth it contains is this: 
animalscannot nourish themselvessolely by materials taken directly from 
the inorganic world in the way plants nourish themselves by the air, 
water, and alkalies, directly furnished them. But doe& this mean 
more than that complex structures, by reason of their complexity, can- 
not be built up in the same way as the simple? Ordinary experience is 
sufficient to show, when once the idea is started, that animals, besides 
converting organic substances into their own tissue, do also convert in- 
organic substances into their own tissues, with a precision and abundance 
scarcely surpassed by plants. They take the oxygen directly from the air, 
to vitalize their blood, they take the water directly from the spring ; they 
take salts in their food and ont of it ; but nevertheless, if you deprive the 
food of its organic substance, the animal will perish solely with the ali- 
ment which svffices for the simple structure of plants. Following out 
the laws of assimilation, we see the reason why no organic substance 
will by itself suffice for aliment ; nor, indeed, will all the organic sub- 
stances together suflice if deprived of the other principles, i. ¢., the in- 
organic. Hence the fallacy of the argument respecting the non-nutri- 
tive properties of gelatine, &c. ; gelatine alone is not nutritious, nor is 
albumen alone, nor is fat alone, nor salts alone. | 


Finally, it is owing to the relation between aliment and structure, that 
the organic separates the food into equal portions, one of which it ab- 
sorbs into its interior, the other it rejects as unfit for use. And we 
trace the eperation of the same laws in the formation of special tissues. 
The blood is the blastema from which one and all select their nourish- 
ment, but each selects that enly which bears the one relation to it. 

From the study of organic life, we pass to that complex and special 
class of phenomena called Relative life, or Animal Life. Our first ob- 
ject must be to ascertain what are its fundamental and distinctive phe- 
nomena; they are locomotion and sensation, dependant upon two fun- 
damental properties, contractility and sensibility, belonging to two pe- 
culiar tissues, the muscular and the nervous. In those four words the 
whole subject is resumed. The positive physiologist recognizes in con- 
tractility and sensibility two special and distinctive propertics, which 
must be accepted—at any rate provisionaily—as ultimate facts, no more 
admitting of question or of explanation than the ultimate facts of gra- 
vity, heat, &c. The value of this distinction, I cannot hope, will be ap- 


preciated without some further elucidation. 

Noone inquires into the nature of gravitation, or into its:cause ; to 
detect iis laws is deemed sufficient ; Lut physivlogists are incessantly 
inquiring inte the nature and cause of contractility, and sensibility, 
unable, as they are, to conceive the phenomena as two ultimate facts, 
Properties of two special tissues. 

It is only nervous tissues which presents the phenomena of sensibility, 





The novelty of this statement may startle, but 


it ie only muscular tissues which presents the phenomena of contrac- 


tility. All those physical and chemical hypotheses, which have been 
invented to explain contractility and sensibility, have been as uuphi- 
losophic as the ancient efforts to explain gravitation and chemical affi 
nity lor, after all, tl only represent vaguely ' apical trans 
mission of impressions p1 ed on the nervous extremities, but do not 
in any degree explain perception, which thus remains evidently un- 


| touched, although itis really the most essential elemens of sensation. 


A certain vague sense of the vanity of their atterupts to explain the 


phenomena of sensation has caused an indigsant reaction on the part 
of metaphysicians, and by enlisting the prejudices of the majority 
against what is styled materialism, has very seriously obstructed the 
tranquil path of inquiry. Every one feels an intense conviction that 
sensation and thought are not electricity, are not mere vibrations, are 
not secreted by the brain as bile is secreted by the liver. He knows that 
sensation is unlike all other things. He needs no revelation of science 
to tell him that it is different from electricity ; andintimately persuaded 
of its speciality, he lends a willing ear to any harmoniously-worded ex- 
planation offered by the metaphysician as to its being an ‘‘unnatural 
principle’ an ‘‘o’er informing spirit,’ a mysterious something, which, 
whatever it may be, is assuredly not ‘‘blind unconscious matter.’’ 

Positive philosophers have often called the quarrels between material- 
ism and immaterialism a frivolous and vexatious dispute about words. 
But it is more than that. Though now squabbled about, words 
then were fundamental ideas, working under them antagonistically ; 
and on the whole, the metaphysicians had more reason ou their side 
than we on the other side gave them credit for. Absurd as their ‘‘im- 
material spirit’’ must be pronounced, it had this merit, that it kept the 
distinctive speciality of the phenomena of sensation in view, and pre- 
served it from the unscientific hypothesis of some materialists. 


That ‘“‘blind unconecious matter could not think,’’ was held as a vic- 
torious argument. Now the eophism amounts simply to this: blind 
matter cannot see, unconscious matter cannot be conscious. To any one 
who looks steadily at the question, it may be shown tiat as matter of 
fact, the nervous tissue, and that only, being sensitive, the physiological 
proposition simply is, ‘sensitive matter can be sensitive.’ 

To claim for the nervous system any superadded entity named thought, 
is to desert the plain path of observation fur capricious conjecture. As 
well call strength an “immaterial spirit’’ superadded to muscular tissue. 
The muscular action and the nervous action are two special phenomena, 
belonging to special tissues. Sci-nce can tell youno more. If your 
mind is dissatistied therewith, and demands recondite explanation, in- 
vent one to please yourself, and then invent one for heat, for attrac- 
tion; the field is open; imagination bas wide sweeping wings; but do 
not palm off your imagination a3 science.

FARMERS’ CLUB OF CLIFTON, NEAR CINCINNATI. 
Cuirron, Onto, Sept 27, 1860, 
; The club met at the schoal-house on the evening of the 26th ult., a 
the usual hour; the President, Co!. B., in the chair. Tke President 
stated that this was a special meeting to har the report of the Commit- 
tee on Ornithology, relative to an eagle that had been saot by an honor. 
ary member of the Club, on Walnut Hills, in close proximity to his hen- 
house. ‘This new enemy to the poultry iastitutions of Clifton had 
alarmed the farmers, and the Committee on O; nithology had been charged 
with the duty of investigating tne facts of the case, and presenting 
them to the Club. The chairmia was therefore called upon fur his re- 
port, which was presented by ‘*Farmer B."’ a3 follows: 
Deeply impressed with the im portance of the subject, your Committee 
has given it tne most serious consideratioa ; for, if the Imperial eagle, 
the bird of Jove, the emblem of our glorious country, shall stoop from 
tbe high position of guarding our national flag to robbing hearcosts, 
then farewell to Suanghais, Brama Pootras, and the long catalozue of 
fancy fowls, to say nothing about Dorkings, Polands, and the common 
dunghill varieties. Farewell, too, to ‘‘tarkies wao at Christmas bleed,”’ 
for although the turkey is a tighting bird when cornered, yet he is no 
match for the ferocious eagle. / 
Your Committee set out on this important mission, provided with 
the best works on ornithology that could be found, and also with the as- 
sistance of a learned Professor in that branch of natural science, who 
had kindly volunteered his services for the occasion. Upon arriving at 
the house of our brother member, we found in bis library the eagle, 
beautifully stuffed and set up, with a young hen in one of his claws, in 
rather an equivocal position. It was a splendid specimen of anatomical 
preparation, and when living must have been a uoble bird. An expla- 
nation of its capture was given to the Commitee at full lengtb, how it 
was detected in the poultry yard breakfasting ona fat hen; how the 
whole family of Asiatic fowls, being of a non-combative race, had in- 
gloriously fled—the game fowls had been banished for a wicked habit 
they had of killing the Shanghais; how he shot and wounded the eagle, 
and how it fairly whipped his man Patrick, who ran to pick it up, cul 
ting and tearing him with its ‘“tugly, crooked neb,’’ as he called the 
beak ; how it was at last conquered and handed over <o a celebrated 
taxidermist in the city, to be “set up,’’ as it now appeared before us. 
The Committee then commenced its investigations, the Professor sti 
ting that this specimen belonged to the “Order R apacas’’—birds of prey: 
“Family IL.’’ **Falconi 'w'’ and ‘‘Genus Falco ;’’ bat to what particu 
lar species he entertained some doabts. It could scarcely be the “Falco 
ckrysosobus,’’ Golden Kagle of Wilsva ; for the color of the crest, and 
of the secondary and tertiary wing coverts did not correspoad. Nor 
could it be tne ‘Falco Washingtonii,’’ a species invented by an ing’ 
nious artist many years ago, out of the young of tha bald eagle. a 
the general appearance, and especially of tae upper and lower mandible, 
it muie nearly approacies the ‘*Falco Ceneocephalus’’ than either of He 
others. Here one of tue Committee—not deeply versed in ornithology— 
suggested ‘“Turkey Buzzard,” at which the Professor was very indiguau', 
explaining with some warmth, that the latter mentioned bird belonged 
to the family “Vultaracey,’’ aud eenus ““Cathartes,”’? and diffe ed widely 
from the eagle. ‘Tne Professor was proceeding to pronounce bis fina 
jJucgment, by saying to the Committee : ‘Gentlemen, this is undoubt- 
edly the Faico’’——when be was interrupted in a most siagulat man 
ner. A long, gangling fellow, with a coouskin cap on his head and a 
rifle in his hand, who bad obtruded himself into the room, aud was cally 
ously peering over at the bird, abruptly blurted oat, ‘Falco your ices 
ny! It’sahen-hawk.’’ Tue professor arose ia great dignity, and with 
a profound bow to the Committee, and aa angry scowl at the iaterlopet, 
immediately left the room.
